The report to the commission cites

pended for running past signals, and 
was again suspended last December 
for striking rear end of a train at To- 
ledo, Ohio. 
"The record of this accident," the 
report states, "together with a careful 
consideration of a record of accidents 
wherein employes have failed to obey 
fixed signals indications since July 19, 
1911, brings forcibly to mind the fact 
that the rules relative to speed per- 
mitted during foggy weather are in 
many instances indefinite and vague."

Egypt, May -11.—Serious 
Turkish attacks on the Suez canal and 
Egypt, with the 
coming of hot 
weather and the drying up of many 
of the eiesert water holes, are now 
said to be only a remote possibility, 
though short raids may, it is thought 
by the allied military authorities be 
attempted by the Ottoman command-. 


Turkish troops are still 
on 
the 
Sinai Peninsula, an arid tract of 
Egyptian territory lying between; the 
Suez canal and the nominal boundary 
of Turkey in Asia, stretching across 
from Rafa on the Meditranean 
to 
Akaba on the gulf of the same name 
forming an arm of the Red sea They 
are, however, the object of repeated 
observation on the part of allied air- 
men, 
and reconnoitering parties have 
kept in touch with them and made 
themselves fully acquainted with their 
dispositions. Only recently the occu- 
pation by allied troops of Jiflaffa, 
about sixty miles to the east of the 
Suez canal, placed an obstacle • in 
what would have .been the main line 
of a Turkish advance towards 
the 
canal. This runs from El Audja to 
Ismailia. 
Two other practicable routes lead 
from the Turkish positions across 
the 
desert 
sands, .towards 
Egypt 
proper. The first runs almost par- 
allel with the Mediterranean coast 
line from Rafa"an'd"throiigS'El Airish 
and Katia to El Kantara, but some 
time ago the Katia district with its 
water supply came into' the allies' 
possession and rendered difficult any 
attempt by the Turks to force their 


way along the canal banks and Port 
Said. .

1 The second remaining line of possi- 
ble approach is further to the south 
from Akaba by way of the oasis of 
El 'Hassana towards Suez. It was 
this .oasis occupied by Turks 
and 
Arab horsemen "which was bombard- 
ed by allied airmen in March. 
Nothing is permitted to be recorded 
of the preparations made by the al- 
lies to meet any effort at a Turkish 
offensive movement. 
The Prince of Wales, now a staff 
captain, a few weeks ago made a tour 
of the entire front and saw the allied 
troops at their work of strengthen- 
ing their line, winch runs through 
districts where the Israelites on their 
flight from Egypt are said to have 
drunk from wells still in daily use.

IMPROVED FARMING IN 


FRANCE KEEPS CROPS UP 


[Bl* ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Paris, 
May ' 11.—Superannuated 
methods of farming, M. Charles. Nord- 
mann says in the Revue Des' Deux 
Mondes, are largely responsible .for 
the fact that France 'has not, iii spite 
of her difficulties, kept its production, 
of cereals up to the normal. 
The 
prejudices that existed againet the 
substitution of the machine for the 
muscles of man, he contends, must 
absolutely disappear with the accen- 
tuation by the war of the dearth of 
farm help. 
"All the land of France must be 
cultivated," he says, "and-mean's"must 
be adopted and put into use for the 
cultivation "now, because ot the num- 
ber of men who have had to drop the 
plow for the rifle and because of the 
number who will never come back to 
take it up again." 
"Motoculture," as; it is called in 
France, with stearii plows or gasoline 
motors and similar improved agricul- 
tural 
implements, .:M. -Nordmann 
points out; is the only means of sup> 
plying the deficiencies of farm labor. 
He advocates the creation in France 
of a farm implement manufacturing 
industry, holding that the 
United 
States, which is the only country now 
able to furnish these machines, man- 
ufactures types the majority of which 
are unsuited for the cultivation of 
French land. 


Competitive trials of motor farm ma- 
chinery were organized by .the min- 
ister of agriculture last year are lo 
be followed by public trials at Gour- 
nay-sur-Marne this spring.

Cater- 
pillars form' 11'per cent of the food 
and are eaten in every month in the 
year.

worm.; Grasshoppers are favorite food 
and are eaten In every month and al- 
most every day.

Agriculture on Culture and 


Value of Crop. 


The agricultural department of the 
high school was most fortunate in se- 
curing L. F. Graber, secretary of Mio 
Alfalla Order of Wisconsin, for work 
in his special line on ilonda.y after- 
noon and evening. In the afternoon 
Mr. Graber addresed the agricultural 
classes in two sections, and 
in the 
the evening in the science room of 'he 
high school he spoke to a company of 
farmers and men interested in agri- 
culture and sho\ved slides illustrating 
the growing and harvesting of alfalfa. 
Mr. Graber is an enthusiast and has 
the power of imparting enthusiasm to 
his hearers. 
"The beginner in alfalfa," said Mr. 
Graber. "should, first of all be a stu- 
dents of alfalfa. 
If he is not willing 
to pay attention to such important, de- 
tails us inoculation, liming, proper 
seeding methods, cutting at the proper 
stage and others to be mentioned, he 
had aetter not try to grow alfalfa." 
Inoculation Mr. Graber considers, 
necess-ary in most places in Wisconsin, 
and soil taken from some successful 
alfalfa field is recommended as 
the 
.best material for the purpose. A field 
once inoculated properly is always .in- 
oculated. In case soil is not available 
for inoculation, cultures may be obtain- 
ed for inoculating alfalfa seed previous 
sowing, free from the government. 
Mr. Graber emphasized the neces- 
sity for testing soil for acidity. He 
gave directions 
for testing and also,' 
told the farmers that they could have 
their soil tested at the high school. 
Methods of seeding were discussed, 
whether with or without a nurse crop. 
.The beginner usually has best resuhs 
seeding alone. The ground selector! 
should be well drained and soil fer- 
tile. It should have been subdued by , 
previous cultivation and be free from 
weeds, especially from fine grass. 
To maintain a good' stand nothing is 
so important as to cut at the proper 
time, just when the plants are sprout- 
ing at the crowns, the sprouts not be- 
ing over an inch long. It is about the 
time 1he blossoms begin to appear. 
The hay should be cured under ca;)s 
unless it is grown on a very large scale 
and lubor is scarce. , 


And why one should grow 
alfalfa 
was answered by'Mr. Graber thus: Be- 
cause as a hay crop it excels all others 
in yields, feeding value, drought re- 
sistance and soil enrichment. 
Mr. Graber's bulletin on 
alfalfa 
growing in Wisconsin may be obtain- 
ed free from the College of Agricul- 
ture at Madison and will be 
found 
most helpful.

concerns which run a service to the 
United States and Canada. The in- 
crease of rates to America is from 
15 to 20 per cent when the goods are 
consigned to ports and 20 per cent 
when destined for interior points. 
The principal items of the goods 
exported to America to be affected by 
the increase comprise rice, tea, fancy 
matting, raw silk, silk fabrics, cotton 
manufactures, soy, bamboo and bam- 
boo works, porcelain and

Experiments made at the dairy de- 
partment of the university. show that 
when pepsin is used in making Amerl- 
ican cheese the product is equally as 
good as that manufactured by the 
use of rennet extract, according to

of-a shortage in. the supply of rennet 
.extract. 
However, if large quanti- 
ties of pepsin can be supplied .and
